I'm concerned that a small business 
would then say, 'Okay, there's mandatory sick leave, so now we're going to 
take away your paid vacation, because I can't afford this.' And that's a real 
concern. I would hate to see that we lose other benefits in some other area 
that they're already getting shift to be able to fund this. So I really think we 
should take a look at this and just allow the employers and the employees 
to negotiate and work this out between themselves. Thank you." 
 
 Representative Riviere rose and asked that the Clerk record an aye vote 
with reservations for him, and the Chair "so ordered." 
  

 Representative Marumoto rose and asked that the Clerk record an aye 
vote with reservations for her, and the Chair "so ordered." 
  
 Representative Ward rose to speak in support of the measure with 
reservations, stating:

And if they want to negotiate through a union or the 
mediary which is usually the union, I think that's fine. Otherwise, as the 
Representative from Maui said, this is something they should be able to 
work out themselves. We are not the price setters and the fixers of these 
things. They are. I think that the best place for the private sector is to 
remain private. Thank you"

But even as one of the most 
unionized states in the nation, there are less than 25 percent of the work 
force is unionized, so most workers don't have the protection that being a 
union member provides. I don't think we're overstepping our bounds by 
considering this measure, especially when you consider that the vast 
majority of countries in the world, I think the number is 145 countries 
provide paid sick leave, and there's 196 countries in the world. So 
approximately three-quarters of the world provides for paid sick leave. So 
I don't think we're stepping outside our bounds in terms of considering this 
legislation. Thank you."

 "Mr. Speaker, I am in support of HB 2100 which would appropriate 
monies for statewide bee hive research. 
 
 "For many years, UH-Hilo has been at the forefront of such research.  
The work done by Dr. Lorna Tsutsumi of the College of Agriculture, 
Farming, Natural Resource Management is noteworthy and has garnered 
support from renowned Chef Alan Wong. 
 
 "Honey bees are responsible for crop pollination and their health and 
well-being are especially important if we truly want to reduce our 
dependency on imported food.  Unfortunately, there are several major 
pests threatening honey bees in Hawai'i. 
 
 "The small hive beetle arrived in the State in 2010 and has been detected 
on four islands.  Its presence compounds the challenges for beekeepers, 
who are already dealing with the Varroa mite since 2007. 
 
 "Testimony received in Committee supported this Bill.  It has quite a 
journey ahead so I urge my colleagues support it through the process." 
 
 The motion was put to vote by the Chair and carried, and the report of 
the Committee was adopted and H.B. No. 2100, HD 1, entitled:  "A BILL 
FOR AN ACT RELATING TO BEES," passed Second Reading and was 
referred to the Committee on Higher Education, with Representatives 
McKelvey and Takai being excused. 
 
 Representative Tsuji, for the Committee on Agriculture presented a 
report (Stand. Com. Rep. No. 115-12) recommending that H.B. No. 2430, 
as amended in HD 1, pass Second Reading and be referred to the 
Committee on Finance.

 "H.B. 2430 addresses the necessity for the proper collaboration of 
different sectors of the community while identifying the importance of 
these sectors to coalesce and improve upon the vast economic possibilities 
of Hawaii’s agriculture industry.  The overarching aim of this bill is to 
conserve agricultural lands, while increasing agricultural self-sufficiency 
and encouraging the availability of arable lands for sustainable agricultural 
development.   
 
 "It remains my belief that through this bill, the State will affectively take 
initiative in assuring the continued success of mature commodities such as 

coffee and the immediate proliferation of more infant sustainable 
commodities such as cacao.  The growth, production, and distribution of 
our local farms produce are top priorities in my support of the economic 
and physical health of our residents.  Thank you." 
 
 The motion was put to vote by the Chair and carried, and the report of 
the Committee was adopted and H.B. No. 2430, HD 1, entitled:  "A BILL 
FOR AN ACT RELATING TO AGRICULTURE," passed Second 
Reading and was referred to the Committee on Finance, with 
Representatives McKelvey and Takai being excused.
